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CHRISTMAS  1960  NEW  YEAR  1961 

The  Christmas  season  once  more  approaches,  and  In  the  midst  of  increasingly  busy 
days  of  preparation,  the  special  sense  of  fellowship  known  by  Founders  everywhere 
stands  as  a quiet  but  strongly  continuing  reminder  of  the  real  meaning  of  Christmas. 
As  Founder  hearts  everywhere  turn  in  fond  memory  to  one  another  and  to  the  day  of 
shared  fellowship  at  the  camps,  let  us  join  once  more  in  renewed  commitment  to 
Christ,  and  deepened  devotion  to  lives  of  service  in  Christian  leadership. 

Already  the  staff  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation  is  busily  at  work  handling  enrol- 
ments for  the  1961  camps,  enlisting  leadership,  and  undertaking  the  myriad  details 
which  must  be  carried  through  to  conclusion  by  the  opening  of  camps  next  summer.  We 
are  able  to  look  back  on  a season  of  excellent  camping  and  a summer  of  solid 
achievement.  We  look  forward  now,  however,  to  the  coming  year  of  service,  and  we 
delight  in  the  opportunity  to  join  our  efforts  with  those  of  so  many  capable  leaders 
in  serving  the  lives  of  youth.  News  of  the  particular  camps  will  follow. 

The  news  of  particular  interest  to  all  of  you  is  this.  ROBERT  L.  WATSON  is  now 
serving  as  a new  member  of  the  staff  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation.  Bob  joined 
the  staff  on  October  1,  1960.  He  is  moving  into  direct  responsibility  for  leader- 
ship recruitment  and  program  development  for  the  Younger  Boys  Camp  and  will  be 
assisting  in  the  entire  American  Youth  Foundation  program.  Bob  is  a graduate  of 
Fairview  High  School  in  Cleveland.  He  received  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  at  Ohio 
Wesleyan  University  in  1956,  and  this  past  season  completed  four  years  of  additional 
school  upon  receiving  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Yale  Divinity  School.  Bob 
attended  the  Older  Boys  Camp  at  Miniwanca,  graduating  there  in  1954.  He  has  served 
as  a leader  in  the  Older  Boys  Camp,  and  this  past  summer  was  a member  of  the  O.B. 
faculty  teaching  courses  in  "Balanced  Fourfold  Development"  and  the  "Christian  View 
of  Sex,  Love  and  Marriage."  As  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  of  campers  for  him,  the 
new  first  year  class  in  Older  Boys  Camp  selected  him  to  serve  as  class  mentor.  Bob 
is  already  in  correspondence  with  a number  of  potential  leaders  for  the  Younger  Boys 
Camp  program,  is  keeping  close  contact  with  the  Y.B.  enrolment  for  1961,  is  giving 
careful  thought  to  Y.B.  program  arrangements,  and  furthermore,  is  acquainting  him- 
self thoroughly  with  the  total  American  Youth  Foundation  operation.  We  truly 
welcome  him  to  our  staff.  Bob  and  his  wife,  Maggie,  are  living  in  Webster  Groves, 
Missouri,  at  627  Garden  Avenue.  Undoubtedly  many  of  you,  particularly  Bob's  camp 
friends,  will  want  to  send  him  a personal  note  upon  learning  of  his  appointment tn 
our  staff. 
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An  exciting  season  was  characteristic  of  both  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista  this  past 
summer.  You  who  have  been  campers  in  bygone  days  would  delight  to  see  how  the 
present  generation  of  youth  match  up  with  the  pace  you  set,  and  find  in  the  Founder 
experience  clear  direction  toward  deeper  meaning,  greater  hope,  and  fuller  chall- 
enge for  their  lives.  The  continuation  of  the  interest,  concern  and  support  of 
every  one  of  you  is  coveted  by  those  of  us  on  the  Founder  staff.  We  are  eager  to 
intensify  the  value  of  our  program,  to  improve  still  further  the  caliber  of  job 
that  we  do.  Come  to  one  of  the  camps  as  a leader,  interest  others  in  leadership 
with  us,  join  us  in  effecting  an  even  finer  selectivity  of  campers  year  by  year, aid 
us  in  finding  contributors  who  can  make  possible  the  expansion  of  the  outreach  of 
the  Foundation  and  the  intensification  of  its  work,  and  join  your  contributions  to 
theirs  and  ours  in  helping  to  provide  a greater  measure  and  a more  effective  cali- 
ber of  Christian  leadership  for  the  nation  and  for  the  world.

MINIWANCA  ONCE  AGAIN  was  the  scene  of  happy  activity,  exciting  adventure  and  stir- 
ring challenge  during  the  1960  season.  Once  more  the  camps  were  filled  to  capacity 
with  long  waiting  lists.  Those  who  were  fortunate  to  be  enrolled  were  on  hand  to 
open  themselves  to  as  stirring  a program  as  ever.  You  old  timers  would  be  thrilled 
at  the  spirit  manifested  at  Miniwanca  and  at  the  deepening  of  insight,  the  renewal 
of  commitment  and  the  growth  in  effectiveness  set  in  motion  in  the  lives  of  these 
young  people.  From  29  states  and  Canada  came  the  enrollment  of  the  Y.G.Camp,  in- 
cluding 328  campers,  13  camper- leaders , and  71  leaders,  for  a total  of  413.  The 
Younger  Boys  Camp  enrolled  234  persons  including  191  campers,  4 camper- leaders  and 
39  leaders.  This  camp  had  representation  from  25  states  and  Cuba.  Once  more  the 
Senior  camps  covered  almost  the  entire  nation  as  O.G.  enrolled  representation  from 
49  states,  Canada,  Puerto  Rico,  and  Japan,  while  Older  Boys  Camp  enrolled  those 
from  47  states,  Canada  and  France.  The  Older  Girls'  enrollment  was  made  up  of  567 
campers,  plus  116  leaders  and  faculty  for  a total  camp  enrollment  of  683.  In  the 
Older  Boys  Camp  the  total  enrollment  of  491  consisted  of  419  campers,  plus  72  lead- 
ers and  faculty.  And  what  campers  these  were.'  The  enthusiasm,  the  vitality,  the 
inquiring  minds,  the  eager  spirits,  hold  high  promise  for  the  possibilities  of 
tomorrow's  leadership  for  the  nation  and  the  world.  As  you  know,  the  great  majority 
of  these  young  people  are  sent  to  us  by  interested  organizations  and  community 
groups  who  participate  in  the  selection  of  the  young  people  on  the  basis  of  their 
leadership  potential  and  who  in  the  majority  of  instances  provide  part  or  full 
scholarship  aid  to  make  possible  the  attendance  of  these  top  caliber  young  people. 
The  camps  of  the  past  summer  are  witness  to  the  high  quality  of  concern  and  careful 
procedures  of  selection  characterizing  most  of  these  groups.  We  commend  those  in 
places  of  responsibility  in  communities  and  organizations  who  have  part  in  choosing 
campers  from  their  localities.  We  urge  all  you  campers  and  leaders  of  today  and  of 
those  gone  by,  to  express  your  sense  of  kinship  with  the  Foundation  by  helping  to 
make  possible  the  attendance  of  those  young  people  who  give  greatest  promise  for 
the  leadership  of  tomorrow.  In  this  connection  we  are  particularly  eager  to  add 
to  the  number  of  those  from  other  lands  who  come  to  Miniwanca.  We  invite  your 
suggestion  of  such  young  people  and  urge  you  to  interest  them  in  the  Older  Boys 
or  the  Older  Girls  Camp.  Several  scholarships  are  available  which  can  be  used  to 
make  possible  the  attendance  of  youth  from  other  lands.  Give  us  your  suggestions 
and  we  will  make  a careful  follow-up.  What  a genuine  benefit  the  Founder  experi- 
ence can  be  to  these  young  people,  and  what  a wonderful  contribution  their  presence 
makes  to  the  widening  of  their  horizons  of  our  own  American  youth. 

The  single  event  that  drew  the  most  attention  and  brought  us  some  measure  of  na- 
tional notice  was  the  fire  which  took  place  in  the  main  camp  unit  on  the  closing 
day  of  the  Younger  Girls  Camp.  The  fire,  of  unknown  origin,  broke  out  during  lunch 
time  when  the  entire  Younger  Girls  Camp  was  in  the  Eating  Lodge.  It  began  some- 
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where  in  the  Navajo  bay  of  the  living  cabin  area.  By  the  time  the  fire  was  discov- 
ered three  cabins  were  in  flames  and  the  fire  spread  rapidly  to  adjoining  cabins. 
Upon  discovery  of  the  fire,  the  entire  Younger  Girls  Camp  group  was  moved  directly 
from  the  Eating  Lodge  to  the  beach  in  orderly  procession,  and  there  they  remained, 
leaving  the  camp  area  clear  for  the  fire  fighters  and  assuring  the  safety  of  the 
entire  camp  group.  The  leaders  of  the  Younger  Girls  Camp  are  to  be  commended  for 
an  heroic  job  of  caring  for  the  group,  assuring  their  safety  and  inspiring  high 
morale.  The  fire  was  brought  under  control  by  heroic  efforts  on  the  part  of  DON 
PIERCE  and  his  workstaff  crew,  together  with  the  fire  companies  of  the  village  of 
Shelby  and  of  Benona  Township.  The  fire  trucks  were  on  hand  within  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  call  was  received  in  Shelby,  eleven  miles  away.  The  fire  was  quickly 
brought  under  control,  but  only  after  twenty  cabins  together  with  their  contents  of 
bedding  and  equipment  and  the  personal  belongings  of  the  occupants  had  been  com- 
pletely destroyed.  All  of  the  Navajo  bay  and  parts  of  the  Iroquois  and  Susque  bays 
were  in  the  fire  area.  A number  of  very  lovely  trees  were  lost  to  the  flames.  We 
were  exceedingly  fortunate,  however,  in  that  a five  inch  rain  the  night  before  had 
soaked  the  surrounding  woods  and  thus  helped  to  hold  at  a minimum  the  loss  of  trees. 

The  exciting  and  thrilling  chapter  was  yet  to  be  written,  however,  and  the  fire 
proved  only  the  preface  to  it.  The  moment  the  fire  was  known  to  be  under  control, 
Don  Pierce,  our  Resident  Manager,  began  giving  a part  of  his  attention  to  calculat- 
ing the  extent  of  the  loss  and  determining  replacement  needs.  Ray  Burmeister, 
builder,  while  directing  a fire  fighting  crew  engaged  in  controlling  the  blaze,  was 
estimating  lumber  needs  and  preparing  to  call  iji  a lumber  order  to  the  nearest  big 
supplier.  LARRY  GAVEL,  Foundation  Business  Manager,  was  on  the  telephone  calling 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  ordering  the  manufacture  of  100  new  cots  and  mattresses  for 
delivery  within  three  days.  Clean-up  crews  began  stacking  the  debris  in  preparation 
for  hauling  it  out  and  clearing  the  area  for  rebuilding,  and  the  sights  were  set  on 
complete  clean-up  and  rebuilding  in  four  days,  to  be  fully  ready  for  the  capacity 
crowd  of  Older  Girl  campers,  many  of  whom  had  already  begun  their  travel  toward  camp 
from  distant  points  across  the  country.  Meanwhile,  the  Younger  Girls  Camp  proceeded 
through  its  closing  right  on  schedule.  The  evening  meal  and  parents'  dinner,  the 
closing  recognition  Council  and  all  of  their  activities  went  precisely  according  to 
plan.  A sharing  of  clothing  and  personal  articles  was  instituted,  so  that  every 
camper  was  well  supplied  for  making  the  trip  home.  And  all  in  all,  a real  sense  of 
victory  came  into  the  lives  of  campers  and  leaders  as  they  found  the  way  to  confront 
difficult  loss  with  a high  spirit  of  hope  and  through  Christian  sharing. 

The  next  moming  reconstruction  got  under  way  in  earnest.  Sixty- five  or  seventy 
Miniwanca  works taffers  and  Y.B.  and  Y.G.  leaders  staying  over  for  the  Senior  camps 
got  immediately  to  work  on  cleaning  up  the  tons  of  rubble  after  the  fire.  Large 
numbers  of  people  from  the  local  community  and  surrounding  areas  swarmed  in  to  camp 
to  offer  their  services  in  the  emergency.  Local  concerns  loaned  trucks  and  tractors 
to  aid  with  the  job.  In  came  the  first  big  truck  of  lumber,  and  it  was  quickly 
unloaded  by  a crew  of  willing  workers.  As  soon  as  space  was  cleared  for  one  cabin, 
skilled  carpenters  began  putting  in  the  footings  and  putting  together  the  first  set 
of  frames.  There  were  many  thrilling  moments  during  those  four  days,  and  there  are 
many  touching  stories  which  can  be  told  about  people  and  their  eagerness  to  help  . 
Almost  every  piece  of  lumber  on  three  huge  semi-trailer  trucks  was  carried  down  the 
hill  and  into  place  by  the  Y.  G.  leaders  and  workstaff  girls  on  the  grounds,  thus 
freeing  the  fellows  for  construction  work.  Before  the  last  board  was  sawed  and  the 
last  nail  was  driven,  every  fellow  and  every  girl  on  the  place  had  had  a hammer  in 
hand  and  taken  a real  part  in  the  actual  construction  of  the  buildings.  It  was  a 
weary  crew  that  sat  down  at  mealtime  each  evening,  but  it  was  a happy  crew,  too,  and 
they  composed  endless  funny  songs  to  describe  their  labors.  It  was  a willing  crew 
that  went  back  to  the  scene  after  dinner  on  Saturday,  following  three  full  days  of 
hard  labor,  and  carried  the  heavy  loads  of  cots  and  mats  from  the  newly  arrived 
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truck  down  to  the  cabins  already  completed.  It  was  a jubilant  crew  who  drove  home 
the  last  nail  at  5:30  P.M.  on  Sunday  and  took  to  the  beach  that  evening  for  a vic- 
tory celebration.  The  job  was  done,  and  done  as  Miniwancans  know  so  well  how  to  do, 
through  the  giving  of  self  completely  to  the  achievement  of  a worthy  goal. 

Twenty  bright  new  cabins  in  a clean  and  attractive  area  greeted  the  0.  G.  campers 
on  arrival  the  next  morning,  and  those  who  had  come  expecting  makeshift  quarters  and 
burned-out  buildings  stood  in  amazement  and  repeated  again  and  again,  "only  at 
Miniwanca.* " 

THE  OLDER  BOYS  and  THE  OLDER  GIRLS  GAMPS  in  the  1960  season  were  among  the  best  that 
Miniwanca  has  ever  known.  It  was  thrilling  to  see  how  eagerly  these  young  people 
gave  themselves  to  fulfilling  the  challenge  that  miniwanca  holds  forth.  As  always, 
the  times  of  worship  were  deeply  meaningful.  The  classes  were  stimulating  and 
provocative,  (and  there  were  some  excellent  faculty  additions  this  past  summer)  and 
the  camp  activities  were  filled  with  zest  and  excitement.  The  final  Sunday  morning 
of  Older  Girls  Camp  found  the  Navajos  losers  in  a photo  finish  to  the  Blackfeet, 
champions  in  tribal  competition,  and  the  State  Shield  held  in  1959  by  Mississippi 
was  passed  over  to  the  new  champions  in  state  competition,  the  delegation  from 
Nebraska.  Older  Boys  Camp  brought  excitement  also  in  the  competition  of  tribes  as 
last  year's  winners,  the  Iroquois,  passed  the  Shield  along  to  the  victorious  Crow- 
feet. And  there  the  fellows  from  California  learned  to  their  great  excitement  they 
had  won  the  State  Shield  for  the  second  year  in  a row. 

Large  returning  classes  in  Older  Girls  Camp  helped  to  make  a truly  fast-paced  pro- 
gram for  the  entire  group.  An  outstanding  fourth  year  class, under  CAROLYN  STRECKER's 
mentorship,  were  the  center  of  attention  on  graduation  Sunday.  There  were  50  San- 
payas  in  all.  The  third  year  Tonkiye  class  with  41  members  present,  look  to  ANN 
TUKEY's  return  next  year  to  take  up  her  mentorship  with  them  again,  and  97  Tokatayes 
were  on  hand  for  their  second  year  following  DAPHNE  MICHAELIDES'  guidance.  An 
excellent  class  of  336  made  up  the  first  year  group.  They  selected  the  name  of 
Taniya  (meaning  We  Serve)  and  chose  FRANCES  FLETCHER  as  their  mentor.  An  enthusi- 
astic group  of  Home  Ec  Seniors  numbering  well  over  40  added  further  maturity  and 
depth  in  leadership  to  the  camper  group. 

In  the  Older  Boys  Camp  290  first  year  campers  organized  the  Wadasi  class  and  select- 
ed BOB  WATSON  as  mentor.  They  were  on  hand  to  see  the  second  year  Patayas  57  strong 
and  the  third  year  Kipanis  20  strong,  under  the  leadership  of  "BLACKIE"  MARTINS  and 
DAVE  WARREN  respectively,  inarch  in  their  class  presentations,  always  an  inspiring 
sight.  They  were  witnesses  also  to  the  meaningful  graduation  ceremonies  conducted 
for  the  17  members  of  the  Icahya  class  under  the  mentorship  of  VIRGIL  FISH.  These 
fine  classes,  combined  with  39  top-notch  Ag  Seniors,  made  up  the  finest  spirited 
group  in  Older  Boys  Camp  in  many  and  many  a year. 

"WHAT  WE  DO  WE  DO  TOGETHER"  or  "every  one  participating  in  every  activity"  continues 
to  be  a central  part  of  the  Miniwanca  experience.  In  Low  Councils,  Grand  Council, 
rodeo  and  rodette,  Sunday  evening  Candlelight  Sing,  aquatic  meet, Miniwanca  theatre, 
athletic  meet,  barn  dance,  etc.,  new  campers  and  old  were  all  involved  in  time- 
honored  but  ever  thrillingly  new  experiences  known  to  Miniwanca  campers  over  the 
years.  The  Vesper  moments  on  the  dune,  the  times  of  prayer  and  praise  in  the  Church 
of  the  Dunes,  the  quiet  fellowship  about  beach  supper  fires,  the  give  and  take  of 
tribal  games,  the  helpful  spirit  within  the  cabin  group,  the  stimulating  insights 
afforded  through  able  class  leadership,  the  quiet  vigil  on  the  last  Friday  night  of 
camp  - these  and  many  other  worthful  and  inspiring  experiences  were  a part  of  the 
camp  activity  and  contributed  to  the  personal  growth  of  every  young  person  there. 
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THE  WO-WI-FO-FE  FUND  gives  opportunity  again  this  year  to  all  our  campers  and  lead- 
ers to  participate  meaningfully  in  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  children  and  youth  in 
far  away  lands.  Wo-Wi-Fo-Fe  (World  Wide  Founder  Fellowship)  is  a fund  contributed 
by  campers  and  leaders  and  supplemented  by  contributions  mailed  in  by  many  whose 
interest  has  continued  over  the  years.  This  year  letters  are  being  sent  to  Africa- 
British  East  Africa,  Ghana,  French  Camerouns,  Belgian  Congo;  Burma,  Singapore, 
Nationalist  China,  Finland,  Germany,  Greece,  India,  Iraq,  Japan,  Philippine  Islands, 
the  Netherlands,  Puerto  Rico,  Venezuela,  Malaya  and  Peru  - 16  countries  in  all 
where  nearly  $2,000  will  be  distributed  through  35  or  40  Founder  campers  and  leaders 
now  resident  in  these  lands. 

WHAT  A WONDERFUL  GROUP  OF  LEADERS  we  have  had  at  Miniwanca  this  past  summer,  and  how 
deeply  appreciated  is  their  service  by  those  young  people  who  receive  so  much  from 
them.  Men  and  women  from  all  walks  of  life  have  over  the  years  volunteered  their 
time,  and  in  many  instances  contributed  their  own  expenses  to  share  of  themselves 
with  young  people  in  Founder  camps.  It  is  only  through  such  devoted  self-giving 
that  the  deep  meaning  of  the  program  of  these  camps  can  continue.  We  urge  every 
Founder  camper  and  leader  to  lay  upon  his  heart  the  continuing  call  for  leadership. 
We  invite  your  suggestion  of  others  who  would  fit  into  the  Founder  camp  situation, 
and  contribute  to  the  growth  of  youth  in  Christian  leadership. 

It  was  good  to  welcome  back  to  our  grounds  the  conferences  conducted  by  the  Dan- 
forth  Foundation.  The  Seminary  Interns'  Conference,  Danforth  Teachers'  group,  the 
Danforth  Associates  and  the  Danforth  Graduate  Fellows  Conference  brought  a total 
of  880  persons  to  the  grounds.  What  a wonderful  group  of  people  this  is  to  add  to 
our  Miniwanca  family, and  they  in  turn  have  taken  a real  love  for  and  appreciation  of 
Miniwanca  back  to  hundreds  of  college  campuses  across  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land. 

From  every  direction  the  1960  season  at  Miniwanca  has  looked  to  us  to  be  one  of  the 
very  finest  the  camp  has  ever  seen.  And  so  to  every  one  of  you  goes  our  genuine 
appreciation  for  your  continuing  concern  and  thoughtful  interest.  As  we  stand  on 
the  threshhold  of  the  1961  season,  we  look  to  you  to  an  ever  growing  and  deepening 
support  of  this  program  which  has  contributed  greatly  to  your  life  and  to  the  lives 
of  thousands  of  others  like  you.  Let  your  interest  and  concern  find  expression 
through  the  contribution  of  your  own  services,  the  recommendation  of  others  for 
leadership,  the  selection  of  an  ever  higher  caliber  of  young  people,  and  contri- 
bution to  the  extent  of  your  means  for  the  extension  and  intensification  of  the 
impact  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation.

NEWS  OF  CAMP  MERROWVISTA 

Expansion  and  service  would  be  two  words  that  could  typify  Merrowvista 's  summer 
program.  For  everywhere  one  went  on  the  camp  grounds,  expansion  was  evident.  First, 
there  was  the  new  Y.G.  campsite  standing  in  the  midst  of  what  last  year  was  acres 
of  virgin  forest.  This  summer  the  area  was  filled  with  tepees  and  covered  wagons, 
and  campers  laughing,  playing  and  worshipping  beneath  the  leafy  boughs  of  beech, 
birch,  maple  and  hemlock  trees.  Nestled  in  among  these  lovely  trees  was  the  camp- 
site for  thirty  lucky  fellows,  who  under  the  expert  guidance  and  leadership  of  ten 
fine  young  men,  felt  the  challenge  of  the  rugged  mountains  as  a personal  one  for 
them.  In  this  setting,  the  opportunities  for  personal  growth  as  a Christian  indi- 
vidual were  as  numerous  as  the  trees  of  the  woods,  and  at  times  as  formidable  as  the 
over- shadowing  mountains.  It  was  truly  a thrilling  four  weeks,  and  set  the  pace 
for  increased  expansion  at  Merrowvista,  both  in  physical  facilities  and  program. 
With  the  emphasis  on  small  group  living  and  planning,  the  boys  learned  much  about 
how  to  take  care  of  themselves  out  of  doors  in  terms  of  health,  safety,  enjoyment, 
and  also  that  important  feature  of  how  to  enjoy  delicious  eating  in  the  woods.  But 
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more  important,  they  learned  how  to  work  together,  to  share  in  decision  making,  and 
the  all-important  feature  of  their  dependence  upon  each  other  and  upon  God.  In  a 
camp  like  Merrowvista,  these  things  come  easily  and  naturally,  and  make  life-long 
impressions  on  youngsters. 

Expansion  was  also  seen  in  other  areas.  Our  kitchen  was  enlarged  and  completely 
remodeled  with  up-to-date  equipment,  giving  us  one  of  the  finest  camp  kitchens  in 
New  England.  A new  lodge  was  built  to  be  called  the  New  Jersey  Lodge,  much  of  the 
expense  of  which  was  met  by  loyal  Founders  from  New  Jersey.  We  are  hoping  in  the 
future  to  build  several  other  lodges  and  anticipate  support  from  other  states  with 
large  camp  representations,  such  as  New  York,  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio. 
Our  waterfront  also  showed  marked  improvement  with  the  addition  of  a complete  dock 
area  for  adequate  swimming  and  boating.  Our  fleet  of  rowboats  and  canoes  was 
doubled  in  size,  giving  us  lots  more  opportunities  for  trips  around  our  lovely  Dan 
Hole  Pond  (about  the  same  size  as  Stony  Lake).  All  in  all,  it  was  a busy  and 
exciting  summer,  with  thrills  aplenty,  as  we  moved  into  and  made  full  use  of  our 
new  facilities. 

Service  was  also  a ke3rword  this  summer.  This  was  perhaps  best  seen  in  the  size  of 
the  graduating  classes.  The  Older  Girls  Camp  graduated  eleven  fine  young  women 
this  year, making  it  the  largest  O.G.  graduating  class  in  Merrowvista  history.  These 
girls  are  already  finding  opportunities  for  expression  of  their  Christian  concerns 
and  commitments  in  their  colleges  and  communities.  Older  Boys  Camp  this  summer 
graduated  six  fine  young  men,  with  the  second  largest  class  in  Merrowvista  history, 
and  the  largest  for  the  last  ten  years.  These  young  men,  also  interested  in  ser- 
vice, are  eager  to  return  in  leadership  capacity  in  years  to  come.  Both  Older 
Girls  and  Older  Boys  were  two  of  the  finest  camps  in  recent  years,  with  a challeng- 
ing faculty  and  program,  enthusiastic  campers  and  a wonderful  spirit  of  commitment 
to  the  deeper  aspects  of  one's  personal  faith. 

Younger  Girls  Camp  this  summer  took  on  added  significance  with  an  expanded  program 
of  out-of-doors  living.  The  girls,  working  together  in  village  groups  consisting 
of  three  oabin  groups  of  four  each,  had  increased  opportunities  for  learning  skills 
that  enabled  them  to  feel  at  home  in  the  great  out-of-doors.  They  developed  their 
own  campsites  and  did  much  of  their  own  cooking.  All  of  this  meant  both  increased 
skills  and  significant  personal  growth  in  cooperation  and  relationships  with  others. 
Under  the  enthusiastic  leadership  of  an  outstanding  group  of  Y.G.  leaders,  the 
campers  found  new  understanding  of  their  relationships  with  God  and  with  other 
people.  No  finer  spot  could  be  found  anywhere  to  create  the  challenge  of  personal 
Christian  growth  in  God's  great  world  than  the  five  hundred  acres  of  secluded  moun- 
tain woodlands  that  make  up  Merrowvista. 

Merrowvista  is  growing,  both  physically  and  in  all-round  program  and  outreach. 
Building  on  the  solid  foundation  of  service  rendered  by  our  loyal  Advisory  Committee 
of  former  campers  and  leaders,  and  with  the  firm  directions  of  commitment  to  the 
principles  of  Christian  leadership  set  forth  by  the  American  Youth  Foundation, 
Merrowvista  is  moving  forward.  With  a total  camper  enrollment  of  nearly  200  and 
more  than  50  dedicated  leaders,  representing  some  21  states  and  Germany  and  Japan, 
we  came  to  realize  even  more  fully  the  necessity  of  understanding  and  cooperation 
between  all  men,  regardless  of  who  they  are  and  from  whence  they  may  come. 

From  the  summit  of  Mt.  Shaw,  under  whose  shadow  Merrowvista  lies,  one  can  view  al- 
most half  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  over  into  Maine  and  Vermont.  From  here 
it  is  not  difficult  to  imagine  our  outreach  expanding  into  the  far  horizon  until 
the  day  comes  when  we  truly  serve  the  whole  world.
